THE MILITARY FIASCO. 


Professional Opinions on the Re- 
sult of the Court-Martial. 


-— 
— 


The Position of the Court Sustained by 
the Judge Advocate General, R. G. 
Frost, and Others. f 


The result of the court-martial yesterday was 
a genuine surprise to those who are not familiar 
with military law. It was thought likely that 
Col. Butler might be aajudged innocent of insub- 
ordination, but it was not supposed that he would 
not come to trial at all. It took the 
court two hours of secret deliberation to 
arrive at the conclusion that Gen. Lawrencs 


had no authority to issue any orders at all, elther 
to Col. Butler or any one eise. Gentlemen who 
are familiar, however, with the militia law and 
with the facts of the alleged insubordination were 
long ago convinved that Col. Butler's position was 
impregnable, The court sustained the demurrer 
of the counsel of the accused and disiiissed the 
case. In this demurrer Col. Dyer mace several 
points, aud in reporting the court could not, in 
obedieuce to its oath, specify upon which of 
these points the dismissal was ordered. 
Last night, however, wive flowed freely, 

— long-continued discussion of the Case, 
cropped out that the rock upon which General 
Lawreuce and Crittenden Went to pieces was 
tnat no brigade had ever been organized in Mis- 
souri or any brigadier general properly assigued 
toa brigade. GovernorCrittenden commissioned 
F. 8. Lawrence brigadier general, but utterly 
talied to issue the subsequent order 
assigning bim to tbe command ofjany particular 
troops. It seems to be admitted that such are the 
facts in the case. 

COLONEL DYER 

was seen by a reporter this morning. He said 
that he knew now to an absolute certainty that 
his demurrer was sustained on the ground solely 
of the want of brigade organization. The ques- 
tion of the constitutionalmy of the law or the 
jurisdiction of the court cut no fleure at all. 
Judge advocate Seddons, who conducted the 
rosecution, says today that he was great- 
y surprised at the termination of 
ihe Case upon the grounds taken, 
and he still holds to the opinions presented in his 
argument before the court. He said: “I would 
dearly love to tell you what occurred in the 
(secret) aeliberation yesterday. It would make 
good reading, and would show some things wiich 
I would hke to see opened out. My oath, how- 
ever, prevents my giving any indication of what 
occurred in the dellberation.“ 

In order that the un-militafy and un-legal pub- 
lic might understand the situation cbearly, a call 
was mado tu-day upon several professional nen, 
who have made the whole matter of this cOurt- 
martial a study. 

The Hon. R. Graham Frost is Judge Adyocate 
General on the Guvernor’s staff. and it was really 
his place to appear ih the court-martial in sup- 
port uf the Governor or his representative, Gen. 
Lawrence. Mr. Frost is of the opinion, and has 
been all the time, that brigade organization here 
has never beeu completed, and that Gen,.Law- 
rence isa man with a commission but abso- 
lutely without a commatd. He thinks that 
the demurrer of Col. Dyer was weil taken, and 
should have been sustained, asit was. Had he 
been acting as Judge Advocate, he couid not have 
advised otherwise, whatever his private Wishes 
night have been. He thinks that the sargument 
of the acting Judge Advocate Was utterly weak 
and untenuaDdie. 

Colonel Charles E. Pearce was for a long time 
colonel of the First regiment, and bence, as he 
admits, his prejudices are all against Colonel But- 
ler. He said to a reporter in substance: 

“IT think that the Court-Marulal did the only 
thing that it could do Anything else would have 
been absurd and contrary to the law and facts. 
There is no doubt, Whatever, that General Law- 
renee has 4 bare cominission abd nothing more. 
Ti e Governor might have gone on, aud organized 
from oue to five brigades in accordance with the 
law of the State, and put Gen. Lawrence in eom- 
mand of them, but he did not do so. The brigade 
organiz«tion-has never been perfected here, and 
su far as Col, Butler is concerned, or so far as an 
other National Guard officer or man is concerned, 
he is ho more than a citizen. It is not true that 
there are or can be military districts in the State. 
‘The law is very plain. The Governor is command- 
er-in-chiet. He may appoint one Major-General to 
command the troops of the State, Which may con- 
sist of not more than five brigades. He may ap- 
point five Brigaduler-Generals u he wants, and 
after appoin:ment he may en them to at 
brigade which he chooses. He has appointed F. 
S. Lawrence one of these brigadiers, and he can 
at any time assign him to any brigade in any part 
of the State. He has as yet no more assigned 
Gen. Lawrence to a brigade here than he has to one 
in Springfield. There is no brigade here. 
There is nothing im the army laws andregulations 
authorizing tue creation vf military districts, 
This is only done by speéial net of Congress. 

Capt. George West (an old West Pointer) holds 
similar views to those of Col. Pearee, but be says 
that it Was unprecedented that the court should 
declare Col. Buller no longer under arrest. They 
should have certified their Opinions seeretly to 
the Governor. He alone had power to approve 
the same and order the release of Col. Butler. 

Other parties seen gave similar opinions, with 
the eaception of Gen. Terry.

M. Depew to begin a suit against Mr. Frank 
Work to recover $5,000 caused much excitement 
yesterday in the circles In which both men are 
known.

A Post-Dys- 
PATCH correspondent saw Mr. Vanderbilt yester- 
day and from him learned that the sum claimed 
was due to bis father, and never had, as he 
claimed, been paid. It appears that about a 
month ago Mr. Vanderbilt, while looking over 
some old papers of the iate Cummodore, 
found among them a note dated 
in 1858, signed oy Frank Work, in which Mr. 
Work agreed within sixty days to pay the sum of

“LA GIOCONDA.” 


Opera in America. 


An Analysis of the Work— La Vie Paris- 
lenne,”’ With Aimee, Angele and Fouquet— 
Stage Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorkK, December 21.—The production of a 
new opera of the magnitude of La Gioconda’’ 
was a musical event last nicht at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House. Mr. Abbey amply redeomed 
his promise made early in the season to put this 
work on in a fitting manner, and the interest of 
the musical public wae demonstrated by the 
character of the audience, which was not only a 


brilliant one in the usual sense of that word, but 
pre-eminently a critical one. The composer, 
onchielli, now in nis fiftieth year, was born at 
aderus, Fasolare, August 31, 1834, His father 
was an Organist; Amiicare the only son. At 11 
he entered the conservatory at Milan, which he 
uiitted in bis twentieth year. having won the 
iploma of maestro composijtore.”
